The Stamps to be (' sed under the New 
Law—aA Large Kevenue Aulice 
ipated.

The tvilowing in relation lw newspa- 
| per postage is of general interest. 

At the lust sessivn of Congress the sub- 
ject of postage yn newspapers and peri- 
odicals Was taken into considerativn by 
that budy, resulting in the passage of a 
bill compelling advanced payment of 
postage, and fixing the rate at two cents 
per pound on all that class of matter 
published once a week ormore frequent. 
ly, and transmitted te regular subscrib- 
ers through the mails, and three cents 
per pound on such matter issued less 
frequently than once a week. The pro- 
Visions of this law are w go into etlect 
January i, 1875. The Postmaster Gen- 
eral being by law contined to a choice of 
one of thiee modes vf Collecting the pust- 
age by means of stamps, Consiuerablie at- 
tentivn hus been given to the matter: by 
this office; and atter a careful review of 
the plans proposed, it was deemed best 
to recommend the adoption of a system 
of prepayment by postage stumps uffixed 
tv a memorandum of maning, or, in other 
words, toastubina book retained by 
the postmaster at the mailing office, a 
receipt, showing the weight of matter 
and amvunt paid, being given by Ue 
postmaster to the person mailing the 
same, the stamps affixed to the stub be 
cancelled by a cutting punch, thus pre- 
venting their re-use. This plan, itis be- 
lieved, is more practicable and less ex- 
pensive in its operation than either of 
the others, while ut the same time it- will 
be quite as affectual in collecting the 
postage. A series of stamps has been 
devised of 24 denominations, by means 
of which any sun which is a multiple of 
either the two or threc cent rate, from 
two cents to $72 can be made by the use 
of not more than five stamps. It is ex- 
pected that, notwithstanding, the reduc- 
tion of rates by law, the system of com- 
pulsory payment of newspaper postage 
will yield a larger revenue to the depart- 
ment than has ever been collected. In 
the city of New York alone, a compre- 
hensive inquiry seems to warrant the 
belief that not less than $600,000 per an- 
num will be paid—a sum which §s little 
less than half of the entire reven@e from 
newspaper postage throughout the Unit- 
ed States during the fiscal year just 
closed. It is, however, impossible to 
estimate the actual increase for the whole

All that was hoped by many was that 
Gen. Lee could oppose such formidable 
resistance in the field as would enable 
the confederate authorities to obtain 
some more favorable terms than uncon- 
ditional submission.

Lee’s views, the most acute observer 
could vetect no trace of his thoughts 
in his countenance or  demean- 
or. He may have been somewhat state- 
lier and more careworn than in the surn.

ward change. The officers who carried 
the letter to which the above is the reply, 
knew of the intended battle of the next 
morning, and scanned the genera)’s coun- 
tenance in vain to learn what he antic- 
ipated from the movement. Theimpres- 
sion made on him, if any impression 
could be said to have been made, was 
that General Lee was very hopeful of 
splendid success. But the letter itself 
shows that what impressed the officer 
was that remarkable calmness which 
characterized General Lee when awaiting 
the issue of battle after he had done ali 
in his power to insure success. The bat- 
tle of Hare’s hill was a desperate venture. 
In delivering it General Lee contemplat- 
ed no less than the route of Grant’s entire 
left wing, the destruction of his maga- 
zines at City Point, and possibly the 
withdrawal of the armv of Northern 
Virginia from the lines at Petersburg and 
its junction with the army of General 
Joseph E. Johnston. The place selected 
for the attack was a point where the 
lines Were not more than forty yards 
apart, and where there were three heav- 
ily armed forts, which, if taken, would 
give us command of Grant's line for 
some distance in rear and on either flank. 
It was decided that General Gordon 
should surprise or storm this part of the 
lines before daylight and then advance 
toward City Point, destroy Grant’s pon- 
toon bridges and cut his army in two, 
while all our army which could bes 
from the works north of the James should 
join Gen. Lee south of Petersburg and 
overwhelmGrant’s left.

ductiveness of our farms, year after 
year, can not be doubted. One of the 
elements of success consists in thor- 
ough cultivation and individual attention. 
Those who diversify their agricultural 
products achieve the greatest success, 

In the successful management of small 
farms, southern and southwestern Geor- 
gia notably comes tothe front Mr. J. L. 
Boynton of Calhoun county, on a one- 
horse farm of 2553 acres. made a clear 
profit of $2,491 35. W. W. Groover, 
of Brooks county, ona two-mule farm, 
made a clear profit of $2,212 70. Sam 
Edwards. of Thomaf county, ona one- 
mule farm, madeaclear profit of $1,- 
443 20. R. W. Heath, of Thomas county; 
from a one-mule farm, made aclear prof- 
it of $1,273 06.

A Ifeavy Judgment Against the W. 
& A. Raulroad. 


Under the “Bullock abomination of 


desolation in public places,” a suit was 
originated by the Kentucky marine and 
fire insurance company against the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad and the Nash- 
ville and Chattanooga’railroad company. 
It was instituted inthe chancery court at 
Chattanooga, through the agent of the 
company, Mr. Wm. W. Crawford, of 
Louisville, Ky. In the meantime John 
Baxter, Esq., of Knoxville, complain- 
ant’s attorney, elicited an offer from the 
Nashville and Chattanooga railroad com- 
pany to pay one-half of the demand if 
the Western and Atlantic railroad would 
pay the other half. However, no com- 
promise was effected. On the hearing, 
the chancellor decreed against the latter 
for the whole amount, and dismissed the 
billas tothe former road. This decree 
is for $15,140 25 and costs of suit. 
Whereupon the case was appealed to the 
supreme court, which has lately delivered 
an opinion affirming the decree of the 
chancellor. 

The judgment will probably be paid 
by the state; still the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad will have a claim in equity 
against the Nashville and Chattanooga 
railroad company.

- The Columbus Ecquirer has issued a 

mammoth edition with extra, the latter 

part of which we have received. It ts 

filled with business, interesting reading 

matter, sketches of Columbus and its 

merchants, and is most beautifully 

printed. In fact, a year ago we had 

occasion to applaud in exceptionably 

high terms, the great merlt, editorial ” 
ability and taste in arrangement of the 

Enquirer, and our opinion to-day is U\e 
same. The citizens of Columbus have as 
much reason to be proud of their pa- 

per as the people of any city in Georgia. 
But we set out with another object in 
view, and that is to reproduce the fol- 
lowing extract from an editorial in the 
Enquirer: | 

The one great object with us now is to 

build up a great southern journal, and to 
give the lie to the daily charges of our 
traducers, that ‘‘the southern people do 
not read” by pointin 
which they give us. It is 
the Ledger, of New York, issues more 
weeklies and the Herald, of New York, 
more dailies than the combined dailies 
and weeklies published in all the states 
that constituted the late confederacy. 
We cannot deny this, but t»e southern 
people give a large support to northern 
ournals while they negiect their own 
impoverished, hand-to-mouth papers. 
We cannot deny that, with all the boasted 
loye of section, that the southern people 
have the bad and ruinous habit of ignoring 
everything made at home, and support- 
ing everything made at a distance. The 
time has come to stop this mad policy 
and to make themselves self-sustaining 
if they would be prosperous. 

It is not for the want of editorial abil- 
ity that southern papers fail, but for the 
want of home support, and the villainous 
credit system that prevails in this land, 
added to the fact that yery many men 
with limited views would pay an under- 
taker with more cheer than they would 
render to a printer his little dues. This 
must stop, for the south must be a read- 
ing land, as well as a cotton growing re- 
gion, and by reading we do not mean 
that men shall borrow for the sake of 
reading, any more than that they should 
borrow what they eat; but that they 
subscribe for and pay for, and bring into 
their families a paper that is a teacher 
and in every respe ct up with the progress 
and better thought of the age. 

We endorse the above as quite true. 
Some time since the managing editor of 
Tuk ConsTITUTION had occasion to as- 
certain as nearly as possible the number 
of newspaper sudserilers in Georgia, and 
he was astonished to find it. so small. 
It is a shame to a great state that so few 
comparitively of its citizens take a news- 
paper. r 

The masses will never become intelli- 
gent until they become newspaper read- 
ers, and they will never have a flourish- 
ing newspaper press until they support 
it more liberally. The cause of so many 
journalistic failures in Georgia lies in the 
factthat the newspapers are far better, 
more enterprising and more expensive 
than is warranted by the patronage be- 
stowed upon them. But one great ruin- 
ous evil the press can correct. No man 
who is not willing to pay down the 
small pittance of anewspaper subscrip- 
tion should not have a newspaper, and 
the cash rule in this particular would in 
the end not only save a heavy item of 
loss, hut vastly benefit the people them- 
selves in numerous ways, which we need 
not enumerate.

A Savings Bank. 

One of the most urgent needs of At- 
lanta at the present time is an institution 
that will take care of the pence of those 
who have only small sums to deposit. We 
need a bank that willtake deposits from 
fractions of a dollar upwards, avd pay its 
depositors seven per cent. per annum on 
every dollar that they leave in its vaults. 


This institution should be officered 
and controlled by the verv best 
business men in the city—by men 


of large means and still larger integrity 
and patriotism. While it should be con- 
ducted on true principles of business, it 
should have at the helm men who will 
incline it in favor of those whom it is in- 
tended to benefit. We hope a movement 
of this character will be instituted before 
the legislature meets, and we further hope 
that no man will be granted a place in 
the organization unless he ‘possesses the 
confidence and esteem of the entire com- 
munity; for confidence is very essential 
in a bank of this nature. 


The charter for such an organization 
is another point that needs particular 
attention. It should fairly bristle with 
all the safeguards and provisions against 
risks that the experience of older cities 
tells us is wise and prudent. The 
records of other states are full of excel- 
lent charters, and the very best and most 
conservative of them all should be taken 
as a model. If an organization of this 
character be started, it would straight- 
way command the support of every 
thoughtful and patriotic citizen, and of 
the press, and of all who believe with 
Ben Franklin, that ‘‘a penny saved is a 
penny earned.” 


It is hardly necessary at this late day 
in the world’s civilzation to speak of 
either the importance of economy or ‘he 
utility of savings banks in promoting 
savings among those who would other- 
wise squander them in useless luxuries. 
The man, woman or child who breaks 
the ice by depositing one dollar will be 
apt to follow it up with others while his 
or her health remains good, and there are 
ample and safe facilities-for making small 
deposits. In our new career of economy 
and industrial enterprise we need such a 
bank above almost any other want. It 
would keep many dollars among us that 
would otherwise go away, and would 
powerfully promote the qualities that 
make us healthier, happier and richer. 
Let us have it by all means. But let 
us be sure that we get an institution 
which will be sound, staunch and safe.

NEW YORK,

LIVERPOO!.. 

This market has been very active, with 
large sales at an advance of one-vighth 
of acent. ‘These very large sales might 
have led to a considerable rise of the 
price, but to the surprise of most persons, 
the Bank of England raised the rate of 
interest to five per cent. on Monday and 
the exports froin this country to Liver: 
pool are very large. These reasons 
caused shippers to offer their stocks so 
freely that but little advance was obtain- 
ed. 

MANCHESTER, ENGLAND, 

(sur correspondent at this city writes 
to us that the stock of cotton at the mills 
are estimated at 126,000 bales, against an 
actual stock last year of 180,000 bales 
and 124,000 the year before. Ile also 
says, ‘*The cotton supply, both immedi- 
ate and prospective, will amply suftice 
for ail requirements, and accordingly, 
we see no grounds to anticipate 
any material advance upon present prices, 
moderate though they may undoubtedly 
be considered.” 

STOCK IN LIVERPOOL, 

The stock of American cotton in Liver 
00] is 65,000 bales larger than this time 
ast year, and about twice as large as any 

year since the war. The stock will be 
counted the last week in December, and 
it is generally believed that the total 
amount of cotton on hand will be at least 
150,000 bales over the estimated stock, 
and this is one cause of the price refusing 
to advance, when the demand is large as 
it has been this week. 

ESTIMATE OF CROP. 

Our estimate of the croup is over four 
millions, and we confess we were con- 
siderably surprised this week, when we 
received a circular issued by F. A. 
Hirsch, of New \ ork, dated this month, 
in which he says: ‘I will venture the 
assertion that this year’s cotton crop 
will not exceed 38,250,000 bales, and 
may be less than 8,000,000 bales.” His 
f--indation for this small estimate, is his 
bciief in the correctness of the bureau 
report for September. To give our 
readers some idea of how that report 
was taade up, and how it may mislead 
some poor men, we give an extract from 
a letter from one of the bureau agents in 
southern Georgia. We know him to be 
honest and reliable, and can only account 
for his great mistake in his report to the 
bureau by the feeling of despondency 
which came over the larger portion of 
the planters when they saw their cotton 
plants burning up under the fierce rays 
of that August sun. But to the extract: 


planted forty acres of thin or poor land 
and hoped by good cultivation and a lib- 
eral use of fertilizers to make twenty 
bales. After the August drouth I thought 
I shou'd only make ten bales, then as the 
season advanced and picking begun,I put 
the amount at fifteen bales, but 
will make 17, as I have already picked 
out 16 bales averaging 500 pounds.” 

Now suppose other men were deceived 
in like manner, and their.crops turn out 
50 per cent. better than the August re- 
port. ‘The total crop, instead of being 
3,009,000, will be 4,500,000 of bales. 

UNITED STATES BONDS. 

These bonds have fallen in Europe, so 
that largeamounts of money has been 
made the past month by buying them 
there by telegraph and selling them at 
once to arrive in this country. The dif- 
ference in price has beena fine profit, 
and it is to pay for those bonds in Europe 
as well as to pay other indetedness that 
the demand for gold and exchange has 
been of such large amounts as to cause 
a sharp rise in them, but they are now on 
the decline§ again, and it is contrary to 
all past precedents to bull gold and ex- 
change 1n the wintermonths. Therefore 
as soon as the temporary demand 
the rise was over and they beguti to fall. 

PROSPECTS. 

The price may continue to rise in this 
city untilit is ona parity with the sea- 
ports. But outside of this place we can 
not see any good reason for an advance. 
Neither do we expect much more decline 
fer the present at least. We have re- 
peatedly saidin conversation that we ex- 
pect to see spot cotton sell next May or 
June attwoand three cents a pound 
higher than it is now, but we do not be- 
lieve it will pay to buy now and carry 
it over, for the price is likely to be about 
as low next February as itisnow. But 
even this depends upon the actual amount 
of thecrop. If it is only 3,000,000 bales 
there will be a sharp rise of five cents a 
pound; if 3,500,000 a rise of three cents 
aod if 4,000,000 or over, there will not be 
much change until after March.
